~ White Tells of How Standard 
Oil Books Suddenly 
Disappeared, 


HUNTED FOR RECORDS, 
BUT COULDN'T FIND THEM 


Considerable Testimony Is Taken 
To Show the Profits ef Some of 
the Standard’s Subsidiary 
Pipe Lines, Maintained 
to Prevent Shipments 
of Rival Concerns.

New York, September 27.—Frank B 
Kellogg, conducting the suit of the 
United States for the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil Company of New York, 
made another hunt today for a trail to 
the long sought books of the Standard 
Oil trustees and liquidating trustees. 
When the hearing wag concluded, Mr, 
Kellogg said that he was closer to the 
books from which he hopes to prove that 
the oil combine never underwent a legal 
dissolution. 

Charles White, assistant secretary of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
Sey, said on the witness stand that when 
he went to the secretary’s office to as- 
sume his new duties, there were two 
steel safes in the office. One of them 
contained the books and records of the 
Standard company. What was in the 
Safe he did not know. Mr. White saic 
that no one told him the contents of 
the second safe which was retnoved two 
weeks after he had been there. From 
whom the order came or where the safe 
was taken, the witness could not tell. 

Mr. White said that he had never seen 
the records of the Standard Oil trustees 
or the liquidating trustees showing the 
transfers of stock in the trust liquidat- 
ing period. He said that he had hunted 
for records recently, but was unable to 
find any more. Testimony was taken to 
show the profits of some of the Stand- 
ard’s subsidiary pipe lines, which, the 
government's counsel declares, are exX- 
cessive ‘and maintained to prevent ship- 
ments of crude oil by independent pro- 
ducers. 

George Chesbro, comptroller of severa! 
pipe lines,. testified that the Southern 
Pipe Line Company of Pennsylvania 
earned $4,376,619 gross in 1899, and that 
the operating expenses were only $316,- 
522. The balance sheet for that year 
showed the’ net plant investment to be 
$2,215,666, and also an item of $2,607,- 
856 as a payment to J. P. Trainor, 
charged as operating expenses. Mr. 
Chesbro said that he could give no in- 
formation about tne Trainor account. 
In 1900 the balance sheet showed $4,599,- 
838 paid to Mr. Trainor. 

The case was adjourned today until 
next Thursday in order that John G. 
Milburn, one of the defendant's counsel, 
might attend the McKinley monument 
dedication in Canton, Ohio. 

Chesboro on Stand. 

George Chesebro, controller of many 
of the subsidiary pipe line compa- 
nies of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany,, took the today in the 
government suit against the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, to sive 
testimony regarding the operating 
costs and profits of the pipe line com- 
panies.

New York, September 27.—The organi- 
zation of a national Independence League 
was decided upon at a meeting today of 
representatives of state Independence 
leagues and others who are in sympathy 
with the objects of these leagues, as out. 
lined in state or local platforms. The 
national tbody will be a solidification of 
minor leagues existing or yet to be form- 
ed. Its aims are political in oppositior 
to the republican and democratic parties, 
which the league pormoters declares are 
dominated by corporation interests and 


no longer are representative of the peo- 
ple. 

Today’s conference was held at Car- 
negie hall, where some 200 men, said to 
represent thirty states, met at the in- 
vitation of the Independence League of 
this city, and were addressed by Willian: 
R. Hearst, the gubernatorial] candidate 
last fall of the Independence League and 
democratic parties in this state. Before 
his indorsement by the democratic state 
convention and subsequent defeat by 
Governor Hughes, Mr. Hearst was the 
municipal league's candidate for mayor 


democratic nominee.

Preceding the business meeting the par- 
ticipants were given an informal recep- 
tion by Mr. Hearst at the Gilsey house, 
where most of those from out- b det anele 
stopped. 

At the hall, afternoon anda evening ses- 
sions. were held, the feature of the after- 
noon being the address by Mr. Hearst, 
who said that the conference had been 
called to discuss the advisability of form- 
ing a national Independence League.

Directors of Toledo, St Louis 
& Western Vote to Buy, 


New York, September 27.—The directors 
of the Toledo, St. Louis and Western 
railroad, at a meeting here today, votea 
to sign a contract for the purchase. of 
the Chicago and Alton railroad from the 
Rock Island interests, in accordance 
with the agreement that such should be 
done, provided the Alton received immu- 
nity in connection with the Standard Oil 
rebating investigation. 

Attorney General Bonaparte recently 
announced that such immunity would be 
granted.

BRIDGE AT BROOKWOOD 
NOT YET IN READINESS 


It will probably be a week or ten days 
before the Brookwood bridge which spans the 
Southern tracks on Peachtree road will be 
open to the public. This further delay is 
caused by the fact that the ‘approaches, 
which are from ten to twenty-five feet lower 
than the bridge, will have to be filled in be- 
fere being used. 

Yesterday the twenty-ton steam roller pass- 
ed over the structure without a vibration, and 
the county and railroad officials expressed 
themselves as pleased with the work. 

As soon as the approaches are fitied the 
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Bridge. 


The Jones avenue bridge, which crosses , 
the tracks of the Southern and the West- 
ern and Atlantic, was wrecked by a car 
on a Southern railway train striking @ 
steel pillar yesterday morning, and the 
structure will have to be completely re- 
built. The damage amounts to between 
$15,000 and $20,000. 

There were two wagons, driven by 
negro men, on the bridge when the ac- 
cident occurred, and both were only} 
slightly injured. A horse hitched to one 
of the wagons was killed. 

The impact of the car against the steel 
pillar was so great that the immense 
structure, weighing many tons, Wwas 
thrown 30 feet out of plumb and a sec- 
tion of a steel arch was dragged (15 
yards. 

Besides the loss caused by the wreck- 
ing of the bridge, the railroad company 
must pay for the horse that was killed 
and for two freight cars that were under 
the bridge when it fell. 

Two engines were bringing a train of 
coal ears into the city and after the 
forward engine had passed from under 
the bridge, one of the coal cars behind 
it jumped the track and struck a steel 
pillar. The bridge went down with a 
crash, catching two of the cars. The 
forward engine became uncoupled from 
the train and kept on. Immediately after 
the accident, a train struck the coal 
cars in a rear-end collision, but no great 


damage was done. 
The bridge cost $16,736 and was built 


by the city in 1896. The plan was ap- 
proved by the Southern railway and the 
Western and Atlantic. dt. was of steel 
and was paved with belgian blocks. Two 
Street car lines passed over it, one going 
to the river and the. other to Western 
Heights. 

All traffic, both on -the railroads and 
the street car lines, was completely 
blocked and will remain so until the de- 
bris can be cleared away and a tem- 
porary bridge built. Railroads will leave 
and enter the city by going over the belt 
line. 

A large crowd of people assembled 
about the bridge and watched the small 
army of negro workmen who were start- 
ed at once to clearing the wreckage. 

When a mule, which had been hitched 
to one of the wagons which were caught 
on the bride, struggled ioose from its 
harness and walked up the toppling 
bridge. to the street, the crowd began 
to cheer and several citizens sent.for 
Dr. Carnes; the veterinary surgeon, and 
had him to take care of the animal. 

Yesterday afternoon the bridge com- 
mittee of the city council met in the 
mayor’s office and’ decided to address 
a letter at once to the Southern railway

New Main Laid to Casey 
Hill 


ABOUT THE NEW RESERVOIR 


Mayor Joyner Has Written to the 
Chairman of the County Board 
Asking for Meeting in Re- 
gard to Convicts Come 
pleting the Reservoir. 


The water main from the river to the 
top of Casey’s hill has been laid and a 
connection with the old main from the 
hill to the reservoir will be made as 
quickly ag possible. 

As the water pumped from the river 
into the reservoir only about half fills 
the main from Casey’s hill to the reser- 
voir, the amount of water pumped into 
the reservoir, when both mains from 
the river to the top of the hill are used, 
will be doubled. 

This will insure an ample supply of 
water for the city for some time to come. 

The rest of the new main from the top 
of Casey’s hill to the reservoir will be 
laid later on, as there is no urgent ne- 
cessity for it just now. 

Connection to Be Made. 

General Manager Woodward stated 
yesterday that the connections between 
the new main and the old main on Ca- 
sey’s hill would be made within twelve 
or fifteen days. 

'The old main was not sufficient to 
pump enough water into the reservoir 
from the river and this was why there 
was a shortage of water last summer 
and the people had to drink muddy water 
for a few days. It was stated then 
by the general*manager of the water- 
works department that if a main could 
be laid ag far as the top of Casey’s hill 
there would be ample water, because the 
water has to be forced up to the top 
of the hill, but from there on flows into 
the reservoir by gravitation. This is 
why the old main from the hill to the 
reservoir can carry all the water tha‘ 
can be pumped by the two mains fron 
the river to that point. 

About New Reservoir. 

Mayor Joyner has written a letter to 
Colonel Clifford L. Anderson, chairman 
of the board of county commissioners, 
Stating that the special counci] com- 
mittee is now ready to take up with fhe 
board the jbuilding of the new reser- 
voir for the city with county convict 
labor. 

Colonel Anderson has received the let- 
ter and will make a reply within the 
next two or three days, as soon as he 
can communicate with other members 
of his board. 

Colonel Anderson states that he wil! 
have to wait until all the county com- 
missioners are in the city, as some of 
them are away, before he can agree upon 
a time for the joint meeting with the 
council committee. 

From what members of the county 
board heve previously stated it will prob- 
ably be the first of next year before the

CITIZENS SEIZED CAR. 


Jamestown Exposition Advertisers 
Have Experience at Richland. 


Savannah, Ga., September 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Richland, Ga., afforded quite an 
unusual experience to Special Commis- 
sioner J. F. Thomas, of the Jamestown 
exposition committee, who, with 
eighteen assistants, is touring this sec- 
tion in the interest of and toe advertise 
the exposition. 

Mr. Thomas says that while one of 
his men was placarding a gin house 
he was assaulted by a citizen of that 
place. His assistant, C. R. Smith, re- 
sented the attack and delivered a punch 
on the jaw of his assailant, knocking 
him down and out. He then returned 
to the commission’s private car. 

Soon a crowd of citizens surrounded 
the car and demanded Smith. Thomas 
pleaded, but to no effect. The private 
car was disconnected from the rest of 
the train, pistols were brandished and 
threats were legion.

TO BE REGULATED 


Wants Commission Make Rules 
for Ry, and Gas Companies, 


IS TIRED OF COMPLAINTS 


Commission’s Rules and Regulations 
Would Supersede Those of City. 
Commission Announced Its 
Intention to Prepare 
Such Regulations, 


Rules and regulations which will su- 
persede in most cases those in force in 
towns and cities will shortly be pre- 
pared and promulgated by the railroad 
commission, governing the operations 
of street railways, electric light an@ 
power companies, gas companies and 
other public utility corporations in the 


matter of their dealings with tne peo- 
ple. 

Announcement to this effect was made 
yesterday by Chairman S. G. McLendon, 
of the railroad commission, as the re- 
sult of a statement before the com- 
mission by President P. S. ‘Arkwright, 
of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company. 

President Arkwright appeared before 
the commission in connection with the 
complaint instituted against the Ate 
lanta Gas Light Company by T. L. In- 
gSraham, of East Fair Street, who wants 
the company ordered to put a slot 
meter in his home, it having refused 
to do so on the ground that Mr. In- 
gram has failed to pay his former in- 
debtedness to the company. The case 
after brief discussion, went over for 
final hearing until next Wednesday. 

President Arkwright’s Request. 

President Arkwright fave as his rea- 
son for requesting that the commis- 
Sion adopt and put in foree rules and 
regulations fSoverning the classes of 
corporations of which h ; ' 
i. he was tired of hav 
Panies acucsed of arbitrar 
pressive conduct. He urged. thane 
that the commission take this acti 
Saying in part: — 

The gas company, the electric light 
company and the street railway come 
pany are new’ classes of properties just 
brought under the jurisdiction of the 
commission. They all have rules under 
which they deal with the public. 

AS soon as this commission can con- 
veniently do so I think it Ought to take 
up the question of rules for these com- 
panies and formulate its own rules for 
Such dealings in the future. On behalf 
of the three companies which I repre- 
sent, I invite and request this action by 
the commission. I wil] be glad to fur- 
nish information as to the rules which 
we now have and furnish it with any 
other information which any employee 
of our company is able to Supply. 

All I want is reasonable rules, and 
reasonable also from the standpoint of

It is said the title of the bill 
does not even mention In a general 
way “common carriers’’ as a class of 
corporations whfch shall be under the 
commission’s jurisdiction. 

The question arises, first, whether the 
commission has such jurisdiction over 
common carriers in general. If it has 
and the ‘Atlanta Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany % a common carrier, then there 
ean be no question as to the commis- 
sion’s right to regulate it. Attorneys 
for the cah company will confer with 
Judge J. K. Hines, attorney for the 
commission, on the esubifect before 
pressing it before the board.

Person With a Pull Put On 


Basis With Ordinary 
Folk, 


Albany, N. Y., September 27.—Courte- 
sies extended heretofore to well known 
men by railroad corporations will have 
to be abandoned, under the public serv- 
ice commission law. Section 33 of that 
law provides that no common carrier 
shall extend to any shipper or person 
any privileges or facilities In the trans- 
portation of passengers or property ex- 
cept such as are regularly and uni- 
formly extended to all persons or cor- 
porations under like circumstances. 


This provision of the law is held to 
prevent a ratlroad company from stop- 
ping fast trains at any station not pro- 
vided for in the schedules. It has been 
the custom for the New York Central 
railroad to stop its fast trains at any 
way station near the country residences 
of influentia] residents of New York 
city living along the Hudson river val- 
ley. Recently Bishop Potter requested 
such an accommodation frém the New 
York Central, and when the officials of 
the railroad company communicated by 
telephone with the up-state public serv- 
ice commission at Albany they were no- 
tified informally that the provision of 
the law referred to would prevent such | 
a deviation from train schedules.

ELECTRIC CASE 


IS POSTPONED 


Litigation Against North Geor- 
gia Electric Company 
at Standstill. 


The various phases of the litigation 
against the North Georgia - Wiectric 
Company were brought up again for a 
hearing before Judge Newman in ‘he 
United States circuit court on yOreenas | 
morning when all counsel interested in 
the different branches of the litigation 
were present upon the opening of cour. 

Judge Newman in calling the docket of 
‘he day’s business, called the case of 
Ellwood Allen et al. v. North Georgia 
Electric Railway Company, announced 
that it was the petition in bankrup‘cy 
filed by Dorsey, Brewster, Howell & 
teyman, under which §S. C. Dunlap had 
beén appointed receiver, and was now 
in change of the property of the de- 
fendant company. 

Next in order appeared the petition of 
John Roebling Sons: & Company, asking 
to be made parties in the bankruptcy 
proceedings, but seeking to remove Ke- 
ceived Dunlap on jurisdictional grounds, 
and to have another receiver appointed. 
The pleintiff in this aciion was repre- 
sented by Attorney H. A. Alexander. 

Next came the petition of the Knicker- 
backed Trust Company v. the Nortn 
Georgia WBilectric Company, recently 
filed, alleging tnat the company was 
hopelessly insolvent, unable to pay even 
the amount of its bonded indebtedness, 
and asking it for the appointment: of 
a receiver. 

The court also docketed the Original 
case of John A. Nesbit against the same 
company, which was filed by mesers.* 
Brown & Randolph before Judge Shelby, 
in Huntsville, and under which the @p- 
pointment of a temporary receiver had 
been @enied. 

It was announced in court that Judge 
Kimsey, of Hall superior court, had also 
taken jurisdiction of the defendant com- 
pany, and had appointed & receiver who 
had not, however, attempted to take 
charge of the property on account of the 
fact that Receiver Dunlap was in charge 
under the action of the federal court in 
the bankruptcy case. 

All of these cases had been postponed 
from time to time to be heard at the 
opening of court on yesterday. When 
the petition in oankruptcy was called 
for a hearing, Attorney Albert Howell, 
Jr. of the firm of Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman stated to the counrj 
that the petition was filed from thle 
assurance emanating from officers and 
stockholders of the company that its 
affairs were hopelessly involved, and 
that the company was insolvent beyond 
hope of financial relief, but that since 
filing the petition the president of the 
company, B. M. Stewart, had come to 
Atlanta, and had on yesterday stated 
to Mr. Howell’s firm that if the matter 
was permitted to rest in its present 
condition without final action of the 
court, there was strong hopes of the suc- 
cessful culmination of certain efforts 
at reorganization which had been put 
in motion by Mr. Stewart and his asso- 
cistes, and that to press the pending 
proceeings to final action would utterly 
destroy all hopes of saving the prop- 
erty. 

Willing for Postponement. 

Acting on these representations, Mr. 
Howell state to the court #hat it was 
his desire, and the desirg of his clients 
to throw no impediment in the -way of 
the possible proceeings to be postponed 
ag long as there ws any hope of saving 
the property provided the other cases 
were also held in abeyance, but that it 


the other cases were to be pressed for | 


trial, he was ready to proceed with the 
bankruptcy petition. 

H. H. Bean, an attorney of Gelien: 
ville, who originally filed the answer 
for the North Georgia Electric Company, | 
as its attorney, protested strongly. 
against giving the matter the direction 
requested by Mr. Stewart, the president 
of the company, and agreed to by ‘the 
petitioners in the bankruptcy proceed- 
ing, and stated that he represented a 
large number of claims against the 
company the number including the hold- 
ers of bonds aggregating over ninety 
thousand  dolla@s, and that it was his 
desire that the matter be pressed to a 
conclusion without further delay. 

After considerable argument between 
the counsel representing the various 
parties to the Htigation, the court 
stated that it was his purpose, and 
should be the desire of all parties, to do 
everything reasonable to afford the Ootf- 
ficers of the company an opportunity to 
save the property and reorganize the 
company, if possible, bat that he pre- 
ferred for the counsel in the case _ to 
have a conference and reach SOMe con- 
clusion, if it could be done, and that 
counsel failing to agree, the court would 
give the matter direction. 

All attorneys in the case withdrew, 
and after a prolonged conference, 4n- 
nounced to the court that all features of 
the case would be postponed by agree- 
ment, until October 15, and «he court 
so ordered. 

EK. T. Brown, of the firm of Brown & 
Randolph, stated to the court that if 
the effort to reorganize the company 
was progressing satisfactorily, but had 
not been finally concluded on October 
15. he would ask for a still further 
postponement in behalf of Mr. Stewart, 
the president of the company, and the 
stockholders interested in its welfare. 

From present indications, many terms 


- of court will pass before the affairs of 


the North Georgia Electric Company 
are finally out of the courts, but, in 
the meantime, the business of the ‘com- 
pany is being conducted Dy Mr. Mun- 
lap, the receiver appointed under the 
bankruptcy petition, and its customers 
who are using the light and power gen, 
erated by the Chattahoochee river near 
Gainesville, complain of no diminution 
in the intensity of its current.

The school children have become jnter- 
ested in the cultivation of corn and cot- 
ton under the stimulus of this contest, 
and have gained much, knowledge of the 
two great crops of the state. 

This year these contests have been 

waged with much enthusiasm among 
the school children all over the state. 
The time has come now for the award 
of prizes. In many counties the boards 
of education offer the prizes, and in 
others they are offered by private in- 
dividuals. These contests will be _ de- 
cided within the next few days, and 
then the successful contestants will 
send their exhibits to Atlanta to be 
placed in the exhibits of the state fair. 
The state fair is offering five prizes 
for the best ten ears of corn, ranging 
from $40 down to $5, and the same pre- 
miumes for the best five stalks of cot- 
ton. A prize of $i to the best exhibit 
by a boy from every county not win- 
ning one of these ten prizes. The uni- 
versity authorities are informed _ that 
there will be a large number of these 
exhibits at the state fair. 
The university each year gets out a 
corn and cotton bulletin and scatters 
thousands of copies all over ‘the state.

Even the Rabbi Has a Graft. 

A leading factor in the social and 
business life of New York Ghetto is 
the Rabbi, says the Broadway Maga- 
zine. He jis historically a holy man and 
practically a clever religious politician. 
His power varies with the length of his 
whiskers and the gloss of the silk hat 
that he assumes Very often he is 
some Russian Yid who for want of oth- 
er means to a living®hangs out a sign 
“Messadder" (solemniger of marrtages), 
and he also assumes the same authori- 
ty to separate whom he has joined. 
So despite the laws of the state there 
are today thavsands of couples itn the 
Ghetto who are illegaly married and il- 
legally divorced. 

The rabbi is also an authority in the 
affairs of the kitchen The orthodox 
housewife patronizes the butcher who 
displays his ‘“Hashgaha” (the stamp 
certifying that the meat is Kosher— 
that is, has been killed according to 
the law of Moses under rabinical direc- 
tion), and for this service the butcher 
must pay the rabbi commensurate with 
popularity. This is a graft which ‘has 
grown into a well-developed system and 
there is considerable jealousy, between 
the various rabbis and their’ factions 
each of which has i's spies out against 
infraction or misrepresentation.
